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SSR publications, the Dabra Seltsy by A. KULAKOWSKI and the Lest the People
Worry by A. MAKAYONEK. Both publications, representing an attack upon the
Soviet collective system, have been banned 1n the USSR and both authors
have fallen into disfavor. These details have been discussed in the fore-
going two references as well as in Reference E. Although the requested
financial aid was not granted by Headquarters as had been requested,
AECAMBISTA 1 has succeéded in persuading AEVIRGIL 1 to undertake the
transiation into Russian and to publish the former aforementioned publica-
tion. Through its established channels the AECAMBISTA 1 organilzation
intends to distribute both publications behind the Iron Curtain.

2) As has been ccmmented in References F und G, the AECAMBISTA 1
principals have responded without reservation in accepting Headquarters
and Field guidunce and poliecy in the preparation of the contents in their
publication as was witnessed by their unhesitating acceptance of the topiec
suggested in Book Dispatch 1022. '

¢. Radio Madrid - After obtaining approval from the Spanish government,
the AECAMBISTA 1 organizzation initiated Byelorussian language broadcasts over Radio
Madrid in eariy Januory 1959. The two full AECAMBISTA 1 employees, who are respon-
sible for the preparation of these Byelorussian broadcusts, receive their entire
suppert from those funds collected by the AECAMBESTA 1 organization in levying &
tax on the salaries of the AECAMBISTA 1 members jin Munich. See ulso paragraph 2
of Reference E. e

d. AECAMBISTA 15 Immigrotion -~ As soon as the issue of his name change
can be legally resollYed, AECAMBISTA 15 intends to immigrate to the USA together.
with his family. AECAMBISTA 15, &n employee of TPLINCGO and an unsalaried AEQUOR
principal agent, expects to return to Germany «t the request of his TPLINGO em-
ployer, immediately after obtulning the first citizenship papers for himself and
for his wife. See also Reference H for these details.

1) Apparently as a continuation of the Soviet propaganda effort
against the AECAMBISTA 1 crganization, initiated by the publication of the
Coordinates B-52 bocklei {reported in EGFA 20324, 10 February 1.58) des-
cribing the captur@‘by the Scviets of the KUBARK dispatched AEQUOR Team II,
the Soviets have released another book, Po Volchim Stupnyam - Along the. Wolf
Irails, which describss the Soviel capture of KUEARK dispatched AEQUOR Team I.

2) The AECAMBISTA 1 organization, together with various members who
have been singled out by name, have come under heavy Soviet propaganda bar-
rage during the past year. These attacks have taken a relatively concentrated
form particularly in the Return to the Homeland newspaper and radio station.
Sez ulso paragraph & of Reference € and E.
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was seen by AECAMBISKAs 13 and 15. BR’;—BBUC’has expressed interest in associating
with AECAMBISTA 1. Because it was impopsible to establish whether or not he was a
pora fide defector, or whsther his defection had been RIS inspired, the case officer
has urged AECAMBISTAs 13 and 15 to be unusually circumspect in thelr assoeiaticn
with him and not to wccent BRYI-BRUC iﬁﬁo AECAMBISTA 1 without first coordinating
this with the case officer.

The details of these contacts have been reported
per References E and J. AECAMBISTA 4 contirues to remalin active in the emigre
polities including both AECAMBISTA 1 and the Paris Bloc. If the AECAMBISTA 1
organization members in the USA can guarantee the needed financlal support to him,
AECAMBISTA 4 intends to immigrate to the USA in the latiter part of 1959 or in
early 1960. AECAMBISTA 4 has asked whether KUBARK could not render any aid to
him in the form of finding employment in Washington D, C. of a historical research
nature with another governmental agency. It should be noted that AHNCAMBISTA 4
has no outside sources of income whatsocever and is dependent upon the organization
members for his support..

h. Outstanding AEQUOR Financial Obiigations - As has been reported in
References I and J, KUBARK continues to owe the AECAMBISTA 1 organization $20,000,
the sum agreed upon in conjunction with the demise of AECAMPOSANTOs 6 and 8, plus
circa $19,781, the swns presently Leing held in cescrow accounts for AECAMPOSANTOs
6 8 and ¢ and whieh are paysble to AECAMBISTA 1.

~i. AEHIUKURY i - The neme of AEHICKORY 1 had been submitted to the case
officer by AECAMBISTAs 13 and 15 jin accordance with the case officer's request
for a candidate in the Bomn-Cologne urea. However, before any vetting cculd be
accomplished on AEHICKORY 1, the case officer had been apprised of the RIS
approaches which had been made to AEHICKCRY 1. (NOTE: The case officer intended
to vel AEHICHORY 1-as a CART cource for use in the Bonn-Cologne area in conjunction
with the FOB CAVENUE effort.) The detalls of this RIS approach have been reported
in full per Reference K. Becuuse ABHICHORY 1 proceeded to London after the
1 Octobker 1958 meeting with the RIS, contact with him had been lost and has not
bean re-estublished to date. AEHICKORY 1 has recently bsen located again through
the ARCAMBISTA 1 orgenization after the former's return from the United Kingdom
sad it is envisioned that contact will be made with him in the immediate future.

Kingdom.

J. AEERMINE - AEERMINE continues t2 revolve on the periphery of both the
AECAMBISTA 1 organization and the emigration. Inasmuch s thers exist two orposing
camps of thought about AEFRMINE's true identity and bena $fides, the case officer
has urged AECAMBISTA 1 to bz circumspact in thelr asscciation with AEERMINE. There
are some indlcaticns that AMERNMINE is un RIS plant whese long range mission is to
compete for the leadership of AECAMBISTA 1 as ABUAMBISEA 4's successor. See also
paragraph 13 of Referesncs E for furthar details.

. AESTAMMEER - Based on Information pro.ided by AECAMBISTA 15, AESTAMYVER.
& suspect RIS agent, 1s engaging in diversionary activities amcng the emigres in

the Munich area. AECAMBISTAs 13 and 15 have been warbed to steer clear operaticnally
of AESTAMMER. ARCAMBISTA 15, who has logicai access to AESTAMMER, has been assigned
vhe task of keeping the case officer au courent on the antivitles of AESTAMMER., It
should bz noted that those members of AECAMRISTA 1 who hiave bLeen exposed to ARSTAMMEN
are <f the firm opinion that AESTAMMER is an RIS agent. :

1. Identity A of Reference L. - As has keen reported in Reference L,
Identity A appears wo be the object of development by the RIS or its affiliate,
the Return to the Homeland committee. Jdentity A, an AECAMBISTA 1 prinecipal, is
being handled presently through AECAMBISTA 13.
